DEBTORS GO TO JAIL. 


Statistics Say That In England, im. 
prisonment for Debt Is Increasing. 


It will come as a surprise to many 
ple that imprisonment tor debt in 
Ringland is stemlily increasing. Fig: 
ures demonstrating this are in 
Part II. of the Civil Judicial Statis- 
tics for 1906. just issued. During that 
ear 11,427 debtors were imprisened 
2 Engiaud and Wales, es agaiust 
11,006 in the previous year, and the 
avorage of 10, th for the five years 
re uding 1905. Twenty years before 
905, the report states, there were 
only about one-third as many wer- 
rants of commitment feaned and about 
one-half as many debtors imprisoned. 
There was an increase in 1905 of 
riage for Kerb — 762 a6 gee 
n 1904—but the figures were uw 
en large as in JOR. and 1903, when 
they wero 889 and 824 respectively. 
Of the 752 petitions in 1905, 333 were 
resented by wives, as against 429 
6 1904. Deorees nisi were granted to 
wives in 261 cases and to hu#bands 
in 362 cases. - 

The total number ef appeals, ac 
tions. etc., heard and determined in 
all the civil courte of the country 
during 1906 was 479,165, against 407.- 
834 in 1904. Of tuese, however, coun- 
ty oourts were responsible for 472,125 
and 489,9%) respectively. In the sec 
tien devoted to prebate matters it is

Instinct In Plants. 

Ciimbing plants have two opposing 
methods of describing spiral growth. 
The plants that turm to the right in 
the northern hemisphere reverse this 
trend in the southern hemisphere, and 
therefore, for the sake of consistency, 
it may be preferuble to describe the 
two kinds of spiral tendency as re- 
Spectively “clockwise” and “counter 
clockwise,” which latter can be short- 
ened to “counterwise.” The honey- 
suckle and the hop turn “clockwise,” 
while the convolvulus and the scarlet 
runner bean twine “counteswise.” Ex- 
periments made by growing ecariet run-

RE your sleeves bothering you be-

Or, possibly, they may be 
tucked or gathered in somewhere, if 
so, let all this out and press well so

that way. Make the reat of your sleeve 
carefully and give it a good touch, No

HEN catches come out of

as large as the catch itself, This is 
probably merely because it is stretched 
and will not make any difference in the 
replacing. With a fine needle and cot- 
ton, not silk, overcast the hole in small 
stitches, not going very deep into the 


A very shallow overcasting will 
old without pulling out, 


Draw the hole up sicv and cares 
fully around the button i* the groove 
meant for it.

The market for dairy butter this 
year promises to be the best for 
the farmer in years, and those 
farmers who have made provision 
for comfortable and commodious 
stables are bound to realize hand- 
somely for their foresight. There 
isan abundant fodder supply as 
well as grain, particularly in 
northern and central Alberta, 
The output of the Alberta cream- 
eries will be less than that of lust 

year, 

The dry weather in Ontario and 
Quebec this season will materially 
reduce the output for the season 
just closed. In addition farmers 
are so scarce of feed that they are 
unable to carry their herds over 
the winter and are forced to 
sacrifice them. ) 

Thia, of course, implies a fall- 
ing off in the production next 
spring. Last spring city firms 
were importing butter from the 
east, but present conditions indi- 
cate that eastern Canada will 
have a very small surplus. 

For this reason the dairy farm- 
er along with the patrons of the 
winter creameries in Alberta 
are expected to realize top prices 
for their prodact throughout the 
entire season, 

The dairy cows are notin the 
best condition for the winter 
season. The best milking cows 
have fallen below the average this 
year. ‘They have,’’ to use the 
common expression, ‘‘gone back 
in their milk.” 

Owing to the severe winter and 
late spring of 19C6 cows were 
weak going on the grass and it 
took them the best part of the 
summer to ‘flesh up.’’ Conse- 
quently it is expected that the 
winter creameries will not have a 
big output this year, but the 
shortage in quantity will be com- 
pensated for in the higher price.

Workmen's Comeunsation. 


The new Workmen's Compensation 
Act came into force on Monday, July 
lat. 

Roughly speaking, every person em- 
ployed in manual labor, all domestic 
servants and persons employed other- 
wise than in manual labor whose re- 
muneration does not exceed $1,250, 
come within the act. For all acci- 
dents to these employers are liable. 
The compensa‘ion for partial or total 
incapacitation cannot exceed $5 a 
week. Subject to that limitation, the 
basis of compensation will be 50 per 
vent, of the average week earnings. 
So long as an employe is incapacitat- 
ed the payment goes on though it 
may be renewed by the purchase of 
in annuity equal to 75 per cent, of 
the annual value of the weekly pay- 
ment. When death results {rom an 
injury the maximum compensation is 
jired at $1,500 and the minimum at 
$700,

stition and eredulity was told at tire 
Magistrate’s Court recently, when 
eight Mashona natives from the Mire 
wag district underwent preliminary 
examination. for committing certain 
offences under the Witcheraft Sup- 
pression Ordinance, says The Rho 
desia Herald. The eight natives were 
all relatives, and the father of some 
of them died recently. Not being quite 
entisfied that death was due to natural 
causes, appeal was made to a certain 
native named Chibanda, who the 
prosecutor stated was a well-known 
witch doctor, though this fact was 
aot elicited in evidence. The out 
eome of the incantations waa that twe 
of the sons, Mapira and Katiwa visit 
ed a neighboring kraal and accused a 
| native woman named Kajiwa of hav- 
ing bewitched their father and caused 
his death. . 
| They demanded of the husband of 
this lady that she should undergo an 
| ordeal to test the truth of the allega- 
| tions. The husband asked for three 

days’ grace, saying he wanted his 
| wife’s unele to be present at the trial. 
+ When this space had elapsed: Chitan- 

daria, the husband, accompanied by 
his wife and her uncle, anative named 

Denti, set out for the kraal at which 

the ordeal was to take place. On 
| arrival the party were directed to a 
' amall spruit below the kraal, where 
| the eight natives sat in conclave.
